NOTED FRENCH POET

PARIS, Oct. IS.—Anatole France 
-—poet, novelist and critic beloved 
by the nation—was buried this af­ 
ternoon with all the honors that the 
capital of the republic of which he 
was a citizen, could bestow. 
President 
Doumergue, 
Premier 
Herriot, and presidents of the sen­ 
ate and cham ber and members of 
the French academy gathered about 
the w hiter’* bier. 
The casket, com­ 
pletely covered with flowers, was 
placed on a stand in front of the 
modest and ancient little bookshop 
in the Quai Malaquais, on the left 
bank of the Seine, where France 
was born SO je a r s ago.

the bookship, the great men of the | 
nation 
walked 
bareheaded 
behind 
the bier until the French academy 
building was reached. 
They then 
entered carriages aud followed the 
cortege to Neuilly cemetery. 
Joseph Caiilaux, former premier, 
was present, although Paris is one 
of the cities he was forbidden to 
enter under the ruling of the high 
court in 1920, 
which 
found him ; 
guilty of treason. 
He obtained spe­ 
cial permission from Prem ier Her­ 
riot and the government to attend 
the funeral.

Paint for Cardboard Panels 
and Coils 


An insulating paint, which has been 
found serviceable for painting card­ 
board panels and coils in radio work, 
can be made by anyone at practically 
no cost. A pint of denatured alcohol 
is obtained, and an old phonograph 
record, which is broken up into many 
small pieces, is dropped into the al­ 
cohol. 
This can be done best in a 
fruit jar. 
The cap is screwed down 
tightly and the mixture allowed to 
stand for a few days until the pieces 
of record have been thoroughly dis­ 
solved. 
The mixture is stirred well 
before it is used and is applied with a 
brush. The work must be done fast, 
as the paint dries rapidly, leaving a 
black film on the surface. Two coats 
are sufficient for any material. 
The 
application stiffens the cardboard con­ 
siderably and produces a fine dull fin­ 
ish. One pint of the mixture will cover 
from 15 to 20 sq. ft., and sometimes 
more.
